It forms an organized 
brotherhood of political spies, such aa that 
maintained by Napoleon during the First 
Empire, or by Austria in the generation 
ceding 1848.

individuals, to override, in a word, all per- 
sonal rights Whatever. There is no redress, 
no appeal. The taliamanic words, ‘On the 
Goverument service,” soffice for eve 
emergence.

atred or avarice needs no demonstration. 
Indeed, this hateful system is «nfficientl 
deseribed by the fact that its name an 
character have more than ence being assum- 
ed by professional thieves as an aid to some 
uonsually daring robbery.

Now these men were energetic and 
began clearing away the foresta to make 
homes for themselves, but in doing so they 
encroached on the Pine Limits. p Aa the 
Free Grant agd Homestead Act of 1868, Bat

GREAT FIRE AT HULL. 


On Wednesday afternoon of last week 
Hull City, on the suburbs of Ottawa, 
was visited by one of the most terrible 
fires which has visited any place on the 
continent for a number o years, and in 
its disastrous results ranks with those 
destructive conflagrations of St. John, 
Boston and Chicago. Starting in a 
stable, it spread with rapidity, owing 
to the high wind prevailing and swept 
a clean course to the outskirts, never 
stopping until Lake Flora was reached, 

there was nothing more to burn in 
ite way, The wind was blowing strong- 
ly from the southwest and therefore the 
spread in a noith-westerly direc- 
tion, destroying about one-third of the 
city. It was terrible, the devastation 
caused by the fiery element. Eighteen 
entire blocks, and three half-blocks, 
making nineteen and a half blocks of 
the city survey, was overswept by the 
raiadlygoe ge between 800 and 900 
and rendering at least 4,000 
pertons homeless. Tq add sadness to 
the calamity is the fact that sevéral 
lives were lost, and a number of child- 
ren are but whether they were 
burned to death or strayed away in the 
confusion, is not yet known. Aid for 
the relief of the sufferers has been gen- 
erously contributed, their fellow citizen, 
E. B. Eddy, the match manufacturer, 
donating $1,000 cash, the Members of 
Parliament in Ottawa mised about 
$1,500, while Parliament contributed 
$7,000. The cash contributious so far 
amount to about $11,000.
